Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative indicated that on page 10 of the response 
filed 4/18/06 it was indicated that the present application specifically excludes the inclusion of a foam layer in the 
invention and that the "consisting essentially of should exclude such layer. The Examiner stated that the Specification 
is not clear if the point of novelty is excluding the foam, while the Specification refers to prior art with configurations that 
included foam, the Spec, does not indicate that having a foam layer will have a detrimental effect in the invention. The 
comparative examples of the application provide structures which include foam but also nonwoven and woven layers. 
Are nonwovens and wovens also excluded? The Examiner suggested to applicant's representative considering using 
"consisting of language that is a closed-ended language that would preclude the inclusion of a foam layer and 
overcome the prior art of SHIODA. It is noted that rejections over ROELL in view of EBNETH were not discussed 
during the interview. 
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
